He answered my question by 


asking one: How can you trust 
the railroad companies to carry 
out this pledge ? 


I disposed of that question at 


once. I told him I don't trust the 
railroad companies any more 
than I trust self-serving 
unionists who are attempting to 
continue loading on railroad 
freight users the cost of hiring 
extra men whom the other 4» 
states say aren't needed for 
railroad safety. 


I said that if the railroad 


companies welched on their no- 
firing pledge then the courts 
and the public would be 
aroused-and this newspaper 
would be leading the protest 
parade. 


The railroad companies have 


pledged that whatever train 
crew reduction is made under 
Act 1 would be achieved 
through attrition-that is, as 
trainmen retire their positions 
would be left vacant down to the 
crew level fixed by safety 
standards in force in all the 
other 49 states. 


Mr. McRoy doesn't trust the 


rail companies. Neither do I. 


But I do trust public opinion— 


and so should the men who 
handle the dangerous and vital 
business of manning our trains, 


let 1 represent* a com- 


promise in a railroad wrangle 
that has run all the 49 years I've 
lived in Arkansas—and it's high 
time we settled it.

McGovern is skeptical 
about peace talks 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (AP) 


— Sen. George McGovern says 
President Nixon's nationally 
televised address Thursday 
night made him "highly skepti- 
cal about whether the Nixon 
administration will ever bring 
peace." 


The Democratic nominee hur- 


riedly booked 30 minutes of his 
own television time tonight in 
Chicago to give a fulier re- 
sponse to the President. The 
broadcast is scheduled for 10:30 
p.m. EST on CBS-TV. 


In the meantime, McGovern 


told viewers over a statewide 
hookup in Michigan that Nix- 
on's claim that certain details 
need working out apparently 
means that the Vietnam nego- 
tiations "are not going well at 
all." 


At the same time, McGovern 


took issue with the President's 
assertion that the Democratic 
nominee's domestic proposals 
would require "a SOper-cent in- 
crease in federal taxes." 


That, said McGovern, "is 


totally false. Mr. Nixon would 
not have dared to make that 
statement if 1 had been in the 
studio with him." 


But Nixon has refused to 


meet him face to face, tesid 
McGovern, "because he re- 
members what John Kennedy 
did to him in I960."

SAIGON (AP) - More than 


100 U.S. BS2 bombers ranged

Harry Hawthorne: 
20 years of 'service'

More than 20 years have passed since Harry 


Hawthorne began working with disabled war 
veterans. During that 20 years he has in- 
terviewed and helped countless persons solve 
serious financial and personal and family dif- 
ficulties. 
Harry Hawthorne, Hempstead County 


treasurer, doubles as a Veterans Service Officer 
serving veterans, veteran's widows and veterans 
families in Hempstead County. He serves as a 
go-between for the Veterans Administration and 
service veterans and their families when they 
need help in securing benefits. This service is 
provided by the state legislature. 


Most counties in Arkansas have a paid, full 


time service officer, however, Hawthorne has 
filled this position in Hempstead County for 22 
years without pay. 


"My pay is the satisfaction I get from helping 


those who are in need," he said. 


Hawthorne, a shy, thin man with graying hair, 


is quiet and soft-spoken, and a bit reluctant to 
talk about himself. He seems to live primarily to 
help others who are in need. 


He served in Europe during World War II; 


served as commander in the American Legion, 
and is a disabled veteran. "I started this work 
back in 1948," he remarked. "Being a disabled 
veteran myself I realized their needs. I just sort 
of grew into this work. I have a special feeling 
and concern for the disabled veteran; I know 
what they feel and I know their needs. They

deserve any benefits they can get and I try to 
give them all the help I can." 


As veterans service officer, Hawthorne works 


with various organizations such as the American 
Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars, and Catholic 
War Veterans; his duties include interviewing 
and processing any claims that a veteran may 
have with the Veterans Administration. "These 
claims are varied," he explained. "They include 
disability compensation and hospitalization for 
the veteran, loans, and money for education 
through the G. I. Bill. The most common claim I 
handle is the veteran's pension and com- 
pensation for any disability incurred while 
serving in the armed forces." 


His office in the county courthouse loins the 


county treasurer's office. He divides his time 
between the veterans service office and the 
office of county treasurer. Hawthorne has served 
as county treasurer for the past 16 years and 
served as county clerk before being elected 
treasurer. His wife, Rose, works with him in the 
treasurers office and occasionally helps out with 
the tremendous volume of paper work to be done 
in the county service office. "Between 25 and 30 
claims are now being finalized with the Veterans 
Administration through this office right now," he 
stated. "There are at least 2,000 veterans of 
World War I, World War II, Korean, and Viet- 
nam in Hempstead County right now. More than 
$100,000 each year comes into this county in the 
form of veteran's benefits. That's enough to keep 
any man busy." 


Hawthorne's Job as veterans service officer 


has a ring of joy and satisfaction to it but at times 
the heartaches creep in. 


"I've seen so many veteran's widows who 


were left with three or four small children and no 
income. They came to me for help. One of the 
greatest toys I've had in this job is to see a widow 
receive the benefits entitled her at a time when 
her need is the greatest. This is the most 
rewarding thing I can think of."

Heart surgery and ££*,, 
mental problems 
hr

Dear Dr. Lamb — I would 


like to tell you of my mental 
problems. I had a near fatal 
heart attack three years ago. 
Eighteen months later. I 
could hardly put one foot 
ahead of the other. My car- 
diologist did a dye test on 
my heart to determine if and 
where I had 
a blocked 


artery. 


The dye test caused a 


blood clot above my right 
ankle. It was removed by a 
suction machine up through 
my groin. I could not be 
given any sedatives due to 
my heart condition and I 
went through very much 
pain — so, I don't plan to 
ever have another dye test. 


I did have a blocked ar- 


tery, the main one over the 
front of my heart. My doctor 
advised me to have open 
heart surgery. He said I 
didn't have a chance to live 
another year without sur- 
gery. He explained a vein 
would be removed from my 
left leg and suwed to the ar- 
tery to bypass the clogged 
artery. 


I decided to have it, as I 
still have young children. I 
am a 43-year-old female. 1 
went to Houston, Texas, for 
the surgery. Everything went 
wrong. My heart stopped on 
the table before my chest 
was opened — so that called 
for quick action to get it 
open. The surgeon massaged 
my heart until the heart-lung 
machine could be set up. 


The surgeon did not know 


how long my heart stopped 
without blood circulation. He 


was atratd 1 might have 
brain damage. However, I 
went into a c o m a which 
lasted eight days. I cannot 
tell you about the horrible 
dreams I went through. 


I am doing fairly well now, 


and take medicine for my 
heart and to control skipping 
of the heart. My problem is 
1 can't 
shake 
the 
bad 
dreams. The surgeon told 
my husband I would have' 
loss of memory, that I should 
forget it all and not talk 
about it. I am nervous and 
cannot hold anything in. I 
feel I just have to talk about 
it. I am worried about my- 
self and sometimes I have 
chest pain. I have fought 
hard to live. I had pneumonia 
the fourth day and didn't 
know where the next breath 
was coming from. Can you 
understand 
what 
I 
went 


through? 


Dr. Lamb, I am very 


thankful I am still alive. I 
do not want to be a cardiac 
cripple, but I just can't 
shake this mental thing. I 
have nightmares where I 
beat on my husband to fix 
the oxygen machine, it is on 
fire, etc. I need someone to 
talk to. My family is very 
kind but they don't under- 
stand my problem, so if you 
can read this, God bless you. 


Dear Reader — Yes, I un- 


derstand what you have been 
through. As a heart special- 
ist I have attended many 
patients through open heart 
surgery. I wanted to put 
your letter in the column be- 
cause too often people hear 
only the wonderous achieve- 
ments in heart surgery with- 


out hearing the other side of 
the story. There are many 
complications that can occur 
and this is why some heart 
specialists a r e relatively 
conservative about sending 
patients to surgery. 


I think you should talk 


about your experience. The 
best thing for you to do Is 
talk the whole thing out. You 
will get over the experience 
faster if you ventilate all 
your feelings. Good luck and 
I hope your health improves.

"Pedestrian" 
on Skates 


Roller skating on the sidewalk, 


six-year-old Teddy was hit by a 
delivery truck backing out of a 
driveway. In short order, Teddy's 
parents aimed a damage suit at 
the trucking company. 


At the trial, they noted that 


pedestrians on sidewalks had the 
right of way over motor vehicle*. 


"Maybe so," conceded the 


company. "But this boy was not 
really a 'pedestrian* at all. He 
was a roller skater." 


However, the court upheld 


Teddy's claim. The judge said: 


"While a pedestrian U ordin- 


arily one who travels on foot, 
the mere circumstance that he 
has attached to his feet roller 
skates, or walks on stills, or uses 
crutches, does not clothe him 
with any other character than 
that of a pedestrian." 


Local traffic laws often grant 


special rights to pedestrians over 
motorists. In most cases, as in 


this one, courts have given the 
word "pedestrian" a broad mean- 
ing. 


But this works both ways. The 


stntus of pedestrian may involve 
duties as well as rights. Thus: 


A woman climbed down from 


a trolley car and started jaywalk- 
ing toward an opposite corner. 
Struck and injured by a Casting 
taxicab, she later sued the cab 
company for damages. When the 
company pointed to an ordi- 
nance against jaywalking by pe- 
destrians, the woman repllefc "' j 


"Until I reached the sidewalk 


I was still a passenger, not a 
pedestrian. Therefore, the ordi- 
nance against jaywalking did not 
apply to me." 


However, the court turned 


down her excuse. The judge said 
her status changed from passen- 
ger to pedestrian at the moment 
she got off the trolley. 


What is your status if you have 


car trouble on the road and have 
to use your feel? In one caw, a 
man was run down while walking 
behind his stalled car to set out 
warning flares on the highway. 
When he sued, he was blamed by 
the other driver for not walking 
on the left side of the road- 
like any other pedestrian. 


But the court ruled that, at 


least in these circumstances, he 
could not fairly be classified as 
a pedestrian. The court said he 
was simply a motorist having an 
emergency.
